citys. share. 


The exact amount to be ashed of the 


state has not yet been determined, this

Escapes the Assessors 


Tax Commissioner Trefry's report, 


filed yesterday, contains fewer recom- 
mendations than, usual, as the tax laws 
were eodiflea into one chapter last year 
He calls attention to • the 
fact 
that 


chapter 586 of 1907, designed to provide 
for a fax on express companies, failed 
as .a. source of revenue. 


Under .the law of 190S, which gave 


• certain powers to the commissioner, to 


recommend to local assessors a revision 
of their assessment, the report says 
that the commissioner induced boards 
of assessors to add about $30,000,000 co 
their valuation. Parts of the chapter 
were omitted in the codification in the 
belief that other sections save the com- 
missioner this authority. 


If there had been -no change it would 


have been possible for the commission- 
er, he says, to show to local boards of 
assessors this fall more than $50,000,000 
worth of property upon 
which, they 


could have collected taxes. 


On the matter of taxing- trust funds 


held by trust companies, Mr. Trefrv 
says that before the codification, funds 
held by such companies were subject to 
taxation by the state at the rate pro- 
vailing for taxing corporations. 
The 


result was that all trust funds, whether 


held by individuals or companies, wer 
sameCratc: taxation at 'substantlally th 


was Established a separate rate° for th 
taxation of trust funds- held by trus 
companies. This rate was $5 per $1000 
as against a rate of $17 or $18 per $100 
prevailing- in the case of trust fund 
held by all other agencies. 
. . 


The commissioner calls this phase o 
pie question to the attention of the leg 
Mature in-order that, if It appears wise 
the legislature may take steps to ascer 
tain the constitutionality of last year' 
law. 


The report further states that ther 


are now about 700 corporations nof us 
mg their charters, and it is recom 
mended that these be dissolved. 
H 
asks for an amendment to the law bj 
which the attorney general shall hav 
power to follow fhe assets of a busi 
ness corporation in order to collect it 
tax in cases where between the assess 
ment of a tax and the date when I 
should be paid the corporation has dis 
posed of it's, assets. 


The commissioner- has found that the 


statutes under which he makes a tri- 
ennial apportionment of the state tax 
3oes not allow him to make use of a] 
the information which he has in his 
possession as to the location and value 
of property. 


In order that the slate tax may ba 


more justly apportioned hereafter

The reorganized board of.education 


was appointed on the thirtieth day'of 
June, 1909, to take office on the the 
first day of July. The members have 
necessarily had little chance to do 
anything up to the present time except 
to familiarize themselves with present 
conditions and engage a commission- 
er of education. 
As the old commis- 


sion on Industrial education and its 
officials went out of office when the 
new board came in, the members of 
the new hoard were themselves obliged 
to devote a great deal of time and at- 
tention to the ordinary routine work 
which was required until they could 
decide on a commissioner of education 
and get the new board thoroughly or- 
ganized.

Says That Sum of $50,000,000 


Escapes the Assessors 


Tax Commissioner Trefry's report, 


filed yesterday, contains fewer recom- 
mendations than usual, as the tax laws 
were codified Into one chapter last year. 
He calls attention to the fact that 
chapter 5SG of 1907, designed to provide 
for a tax on express companies, railed 
as a sourc.e of revenue. 


Under the law of 1908, which gave 


certain powers .to .the commissioner, to 
recommend to local assessors a revision 
oj. their -assessment; the report says 
that the commissioner induced boards 
orvasreBsors to add about 530,000,000 to 
their valuation. 
Parts of the chapter 


were omitted in the codification in the 
belief that other sections (jave the com- 
missioner this authority. 


If there had been no change it would, 


have been possible for the commission- 
er, he says, to show to local hoards of 
assessors this fall more than $50,000,000 
worth o£ property upon 
which/ they 


could have collected taxes. 


On the matter of taxing- trust funds 


held by trust 
companies, Mr. Trefry 


says that before the codification, funds 
held by such companies were subject to 
taxation by the state at the rale pre- 
vailing for taxing corporations. 
The 


result was that all trust funds, whether 


held by individuals or companies, wer 
subject to taxation at substantially th 
same rate. 


By the terms of the codification ther 


was established a separate rate for th 
taxation of trust funds held by trus 
companies. This rate was ?5 per flOOO 
as against a rate df 517 or US per $100 
prevailing in the case of trust fund: 
held by all other agencies. 


The commissioner calls this phase o 


the question to the attention of the leg 
islature in order that, if it appears wise 
the legislature may take steps th ascer 
tain the constitutionality of last year' 
law. 


The report further-states that there 
are now about 700 corporations not us 
ing. their charters, and it is 
recom- 


mended that these be dissolved. 
H/ 


asks for an amendment to the law by 
which the attorney general shall have 
power to follow the assets of a busi- 
ness corporation in order to collect Hi. 
tax in cases where between the assess- 
ment of a tax and the date when it 
should be paid the corporation has dis- 
posed of its assets. 


The commissioner has found that thu 


statutes under which he makes a tri- 
ennial apportionment of the state tax 
does not allow him to make use of al 
the .information whlph he has .in his 
possession as to the location and value 
of property. 


In order that, the stale tax may be 


more justly apportioned hereafter he 
recommends that there be given to him
